Dr. Karl NtiHLEN^ Cologne) and Inspector fnu NISIUS (Min. of Int., 

Rheinland-Pfalz) came to Brussels on 2 Mar 59 in connection with case of Karel Boromeus 
TAUSCH (b. 9 Oct 22 in Olmutz/CSR), Ludwig^haf en Criminal Policeman arrested as a 
suspected StB (Czech) agent. In reviewing items in TAUSCH ? s possession at time of his 
arrest, NISIUS exclaimed on coming across one photograph that it showed the "entire CE 
section in Mainz." One of the persons in the Mainz office with whom TAUSCH appears 1 to 
have had some sort of contact was Inspector Kurt LAHR. NISIUS identified LAHR to the 
Belgians as the fourth person from the left in the second row of the photo in question.
